It will soar to 
the same height, wh! ch is one degree 
above the previous maximum for this 
year, attained on the last day of 
June, when it takes off from the lower 
regions of the thermometer today, the 
weather authority believes. » Wednes- 
day's low was 72 degrees and probably 
will set the starting point for today’s 
fluctuations of the heat indicator. | 
With all the glory attained in 
breaking the maximum temperature 
record for the year, Wednesday's high 
mark fell far short of the record for 
the month of September, which was 
set in 1925 with the registration of 
102 degrees on the thermometer. There 
has been a trend toward warm Sep- 
tembers during recent years. the 
weatherman remarked. The _ record 
set Wednesday was exceeded in 1921 
and 1925, -but not previous to that 
except as far back as 1889. Septem- 
ber of 1925 had the highest average 
of any month known in Atlanta, while 
to date the temperature this month is 
more than five points above norma] 
for September.

Cleveland, Ohio, September 14.— 
(United News.)—Three bandits late 
today held up a Cleveland-Akron bus 
near here and robbed passengers of 
more than $50,000 in jewelry and 
money, 

Approximately $40,000 in diamonds 
was obtained when the bandits relieved 
a jewelry salesman of his sample 
cage. 

Police were hunting the country- 
side for the hold-up men, but only 
meager descriptions were available. 

Leonard Heine, the salesman, work- 
ing for the firm of Adler & Heins, of 
New York, was en route to Cleveland 
after calling on jewelers in Canton 
Wednesday.

Against “Suicide Flight” 
to Islands. 


CHILDREN’S CABLE 


PLAYS LARGE PART 


Decision Made After, 
Lengthy Conference! 
With Aviation Experts’ 


-and Others at Tokio. 


Tokyo, September 15.—(/)— (Thurs- 
day.)—-The projected flight of the 
American monoplane Pride of Detroit 
across the Pacific on its globe-circling 
tour was called off here today by its 
co-pilots, Edward F. Schlee and Wal- 


ter S. Brock. 
The decision to call off the flight 


followed a lengthy conference with 
aviation experts here and others in- 
terested in the undertaking. Many 
cablegrams from America urging the 
fliers to stop at Tokyo also carried 
weight. Brock and Schlee finally 
concluded the attempt to negotiate the 
Pacific would be suicide. 

They will take an early boat for 
the United States. and have their 
monoplane shipped home. 

Children Cable. 

A cablegram from the Schlee chil- 
in Detreit begging their fath- 
er, Edward F. Schlee, to think of 
them before he attempted to fly the 
Pride of Detroit over the perilous 
course to the. Midway islands was 
largely the cause of the cancellation 
of the trans-Pacific leg of the flight. 
Realization that an attempt to fly 
over the 2,480 miles of water between 
Kasumigaura and the Midways would 
be “plain suicide” was accentuated 
by scores of cabled messages from

‘Schlee was in tears as he finally 
agreed to discontinue the flight. “This 
is one of the greatest. disappointments 
of my life.” he said. The fliers will 
sail from Yokohama September 17. 


Land at Tokyo. 

The decision to end the flight of the 
Pride of Detroit at Tokyo brings to 
an end one of the most successful long- 
distance flights ever made. Brock 
and Schlee have flown 12,275 miles 
since they left Harbor Grace, N. F.., 
on August 27. Their only serious dif- 
ficulty was encountered in Japan, 
near Omura, where they were twice 
forced down by bad weather. They 
arrived here in good uealth and good 


spirits. The plane was in good con- 
dition and they were still determined 
.to make the attempt to fly te Midway 
islands, 2,480 miles from here. 

The advice the fliers received was 


| all against tackling the Pacific leg of 


the trip. Hundreds of cablegrams 
awaited them here at the American 
embassy. pleading with them to give 
up the flight at Tokyo. The opinion 
of. government and private aviation 
authorities here was against the 
flight, owing to the difficulty of Jo- 
eating the Midway islands and land- 
ing if they found them. 

The fliers realized the possibility 
of missing the islands and said they 
could carry gasoline enough to reach 
Hawaii if they failed to locate the 
Midways.

Marietta, Ga., September 14.— 
(Special.)—Jack McCleskey, 11-year- 
old son of Mr. and Mrs. Homer Me- 
Cleskey, was electrocuted here this aft- 
ernoon when his hand came in contact 
with wire netting which inclosed a 
chicken pen, which apparently was 
charged by an electric line strung up 
in the yard where he was playing. The 
accident occurred at the home of Col- 
onel John Dorsey, prominent Marietta 


attorney. 
Young McCleskey and Jasper Dor- 


sey, son of Colonel Dorsey, were play- 
ing in the yard at the Dorsey home in 
which ‘~ located a pigeon loft, a play- 
room and a chicken pen, lighted by an 
electric line strung from the vesidence. 
According to young Dorsey, McCles- 
key thrust his hand into the chicken 
pen to reach the basin of water, ap- 
parently with the intention of refill- 
ing the pan when the boy toppled 
over. 

Realizing that something was wrong 
the Dorsey boy ran into the house and 
cut the current off and returned and 
gave <irst-aid treatment to the injured 
lad, whom he said was still breathing. 
His treatment did not revive the 
youngster and physicians were called 
and while resuscitation methods were 
used, the lad died. 

Upon investigation it was found 
that the insulation on the electric line 
passing the chicken pen had evident- 
ly worn off, thus causing the wire 
pen to become charged. Attending 
physicians said the youth had undoubt-

At the same time, county authorities 
revealed they also were investigating 
the recent deaths here of the couple's 
two sons, Amos, the dead woman's 
husband, who also lived in 
and James, both of whom were said 
to have manifested symptoms similar 
to those from which Mrs. Hayes suf- 
fered before her death. 

The elderly couple have been ar- 
rested on charges of murder and are 
held for grand jury action. 

The case, which has attracted wide- 
spread attention here, fs threaded with 
the story of Amos Hayes’ secret mar- 
riage, revealed on his death-bed afier 
being summoned here for the funeral 
of his brother, and his request that 
his father care for his wife and child. 
The wife’s death followed soon after 
her arrival here. 

The series-of mysterious deaths be- 
gan some two months and a half 
ago when James Hayes, who resided 
here with his fa Is died suddenly, 
county officials sai 

Second Brother Dies. 


Amos, who had made his home in 
Detroit for some time, was called 
here for the funeral, after which he 
remained for a brief visit with bis 
parents. A week later, he was strick- 
en and died shortly afterward. Like 
that of his brother, his death was 
attributed to natural causes. 

Before his death, Amog revealed to 
his nurse that without the knowledge 
of his family, he had been married 
in Detroit and requested that she 
convey to his father the request that 
he provide for his wife and child. 

The elder Hayes accordingly sent 


for his son’s widow and their infant.’ 


The young Mrs. Hayes, however, had 
been here only about a week before 
she, too, was stricken with a strange 
malady.

Reasons for Delays of Justice. 


Reeently the Yale law school made a 
formal survey. of reasons for the de-

Certain rules of technical pleadings,

Second, the resort to jury trials in 


cases in state courts, where the of- 
fense charged is not subject to felony 
or infamous punishment, and where 
the right to a jury trial is not a con- 
stitutional one; 


Third, the practice of “legal cour- 
tesy,” .o-called, through which attor- 
neys agree to extensions of time and 
continuances, and persuade the court 
without any legal reason to grant the 
same ; m 

Fourth, the irregular assignment of 
eases for trial, instead of assigning 
them in order of institution, except 
when shifted for absolutely legal rea- 
sons; 

Fifth, allowing continuances, post- 
ponements, and other delay: upon ~plea 
of sickness of attorneys, defendant, or 
witnesses, without proof that the plea 
is a valid one; 

Sixth, granting new trials and ap- 
peals upon trivial technical grounds. 


Lawyers Losing Public Confidence. 

At the meeting of the American Bar 
association several strong addresses 
were mace to the effect that the law- 
yers of ‘the land are losing the pub- 
lie’s confidence in their ability as com- 
munity leaders, and this largely be- 
cause they have not made legal proce- 
duce as progressive as are the other 
great institutions of civilization. 

One eminently qualified critic told 
his colleagues that business men, phil- 
anthropists and social workers are 
usurping the leadership that once be- 
longed to the lawyers. 

The Rotary, or the Kiwanis, or both 
combined, often exhibit more power 
in directing community thought, and 
securing progressive legislation, than 
does the Lawyers’ elub or the State 
Bar association. 

We had here in Georgia recently a 
salient example that he spoke a mouth- 
ful when he made that. statement. 
Every well versed lawyer in Georgia 
knows that the decision of our sn- 
preme court on the subject o: illegal 
searches and seizures is unconstitu- 
tional and grossly out of line with the 
standard decisions in every other state 
in America. But when it was proposed 
to void that defective decision a great 
lobby of preachers and temperance 
women. bullied the legislature and 
proved more powerful than the most 
learned lawyers of the state.

Paying for Poor Law. 

Of course. as long as the people 
are willing to pay for poor legal pro- 
cedures and lazy justice they are en- 
titled to have them. 

But that 
folly that multiplies their own bur- 
dens.° Poor procedures in the courts 
delay justice, destroy public confi- 
dence, bar out business enterprise and 
investments, increase community costs 
of living and multiply fees, costs and 
taxes that the people must pay. . 

One of the first inquiries of a sen- 
swle man looking into a community 
fora residence and business domicile 
is: “What kind of courts do you have 
here?” 

It is quite within reason to believe 
that the ox-cart courts and club- 
footed justice that we suffer here in 
Georgia have kept many valuable per- 
sons and enterprises from making 
their homes with us. 

In our early history our learned and 
public-spirited lawyers made our puh- 
li¢ opinion, made our laws, and di- 
rected our political thoughts. They 
can do it again, if they will assert 
themselves as unselfish ministers of 
justice and compel the Jegal reforms 
that will ensure it to our people.

I saw in a recent issue of your pa- 
per some extracts from a letter from 
a college girl asking for authentic 
information on birth control.

Difficulties arose, how- 
ever, and she soon gave up the idea, 
but not before acquiring a 27-year- 
old Russian poet, Serge Yessinin,; as

Russia, which before her return to

Cline changed an earlier plea of not 
guilty of murder in the first degree 
to one of guilty of manslaughter. 
shortly after court had been opened 
a the fifth day of his trial for maur- 
er. 

Cline was indicted last June. sev 
eral weeks after Irwin had died of 
a shotgun wound. in a Willimantic 
hospital. Both Irwin and Cline, im 
mediately after the shooting, which 
occurred in the early morning houre 
in Cline’s home in Mansfield, had 
held that it was accidental. 

Taken To Jail. 

The young novelist’s jail term be 
gan this afternoon in the ‘Fol'nnd 
county jail, where be has been held 
since late in May. He was taken 
to the jail by Sheriff Fred O. Vinton. 
after 
congratulated him. Mrs. Katherine 
Cline, his wife, who had attended 
every session of the trial except the 
opening one, was with him. 

Cline joined his wife in the in- 
firmary on the second floor, where 
he is kept. His first task there was

The trial, which bad consumed four 
court days in the selection of the 
jury; came to an abrupt end with-

One of the first to grip Cline’s 
hand after the sudden climax was 
Professor George J. Irwin, of Wash- 
ingten and Lee university, of Lexing- 
ton, Va., brother of the slain man. 

“No hard feelings, 1 hope,” Cline 
said. 

“No, Leonard,” Irwin told the man 
who had befriended his brother, Wil- 
fred, whom the family .considered a 
neer-do-well. “We never sought re- 
venge.” 

Wilfred’s widow, Mrs. Jane Irwin,
